1715, at Simiovo, in a Farm-Houſe, about ſixteen 


Miles from Trebigne, a City dependent on the, Ot- 
toman Empire, His Father, who was in extreme 
Indigence, laboured, with three other Sons, in 


cultivating the Lands of a very rich Turtiſi Fa- 
mily, called the Umitalcichi, and theſe poor 


People were cruelly oppreſſed by their Maſters, - 


inſomuch that they not only loaded them with In- 
ſults, but beat them ſeverely. Neither Socivixca, 
whoſe Temperament was naturally ſavage and 
cruel, nor his Brothers, could any longer endure 
their repeated Acts of Tyranny, but their Father 
conſtantly exhorted them ta Foxbearance, and

upon each Family, in Proportion to their Property, 
to. make up the Amount; this was put in Practice 
in the preſent Caſe, and the neatneſs of Socivizcaꝭs

he reſolved to return to Monte Vero, where, with a 

ſmall Band of choſen Relations and Friends, he 
commenced public Robber and Murderer of the 
Turls; in one Summer they attacked, aſſaſſinated, 

and robbed forty. One of his Comrades having 
loſt his Carabine, Soczvizca reſolved to take one by 
Force from the firſt Perſon he met armed; but in 
this Attempt, when he leaſt ſuſpected it, he found 
himſelf in the midſt of a Turkiſh Caravan. The 
Guard who firſt perceived him, took him for what 
he really was, an Aiduco, a Name formerly given 
to a Party of Morlachians, who devoted their whole 


Lives to the Deſtruction of the Turks; at preſent _ 


they call every Highway-Robber an Aiduco : he 
denied it with terrible Oaths, but in vain, fix other 
Turks ſurrounded him, and without any. farther 
trial were preparing to bind him. Socivizca, ſeeing 
himſelf in this Situation, fired a Piſtol, as an alarm 
to his Companions, and told the Turks they con- 
fiſted of a large Band at a little Diſtance: At the 


fame Time he ſhouted as loud as poſſihle. The

Sociviꝛca's Brother, after the Death of his Chief, 
entered into a cloſe Friendſhip with a Morlachiar 
of the Greek Church, but a Subject of the Turks. © 
This Man was a Probatim, a Name aſſumed by a 
Fraternity in Morlachia, who by folemn Rites and 


Ceremones, at the Foot of the Altar, fwear an 


unalterable Friendſhip to each ather, and a mutual 


Alliance offenſive and defenſive. The uſual Vows 
had been exchanged between this Greek and Soci- 
dizcas Brother, and in Confirmation of their 


Friendſhip, he invited him to paſs a few Days at 
his Houſe on the Confines of Imoſchi: there having 


ſhewn him every Mark of Hoſpitality and Atten- 


tion, when he had made him quite drunk, he ad- 
viſed him to retire to Reſt, and while he ſlept, 
ſent for a Party of the Turks, to whom, for a 
Bribe, he delivered up his unſuſpeQting Gueſt. 

The Turks carried him to the Baſhaw of Trawnick, 
who knowing him to be the Brother of a Man who 
had ſworn DeſtruQion to the Ottoman Race, held a 
Council which laſted eight Hours, to deviſe the 
moſt cruel Mode of torturing him to Death. The 


Nes of this dreadful Cataſtrophe ſoon reached the 


Ears of Socivizca; but as he remained ignorant of 


the Circumſtances of his falling into their Hands, 


he went directly to the Houſe of the Probatim for 


Intelligence. The Father of the perfidious Friend, 
received him with the greateſt Compoſure, and 


being a venerable old Man, Socivizca readily. be- 
lieved the artful Tale he told him, of their being

Effendi, admiring his Greatneſa of Soul, made an 
Apology to him, expreſling: Regret that his People 
had urged the Compliance with this Ceremony, 
only as a; Matter of Cuſtom One of the Spedta- 
tors ſhewing a Forwardneſs to ſeize him, in order 
to tie him on the Horſe he was to ride, he ſhook 
his Chains in a terrible Manner, and bid him keep 
his Diſtaſice; adding theſe Words in the ſame fſu- 
rious Tone : © Soul of a Dog, thinkeſt tiiou, that 
I am a Woman to be held by the Hand !” And 
then notwithſtanding tlie Weight of his Chains, he 
mounted his Horſe without Aſfiſtance, and would, 
not. ſuffer Subaltern to tie him on, obliging 
the Ef fray Sar to perform this Office, 
whom 1 ſubmitted quietly. - His Wife and Ci. 
dren: were obliged to follow upon other Horſes. © _ 
The Inhabitants of Sign, affected at this melan- 
choly Cavalcade, in ä for his Wife and 
| Children, 
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1 made a „Collaction * him, and Ss 
charitable Contributions he turned to more Ad- 
vantage than a rich Booty; ſo :dexterous:was he at 
Reſources, The Liberality of Socivizca ſoon be- 
came the Theme of Praiſe with his Guards; for 
moſt of the Moneyigiven to him for his Su 

nt in regaling them with Brandy, till they: get 
rank hy drinking Bumbers to his Health. As 


ſoon as he bad paſſed.the-Bromiers of the Venetian 


Territories, Socivizca complained of the extreme 
Cold, upon which they covered him with a 1 
Turſtiſi Cloak, called a Kabanizca, andihis Wife 
having ſecretly conveyed ito him a Knife, ſome- 
time before; he took an Opportunity under this 
\Concealment, to cut the Rope with which:he was 
tied upon the Morſe, ;firlt in to, and afterwards, 

by Degrees, into ſmall Bits, which he dropped 
from Time to Time unperceived upon the Road. 
About. Sun: fet they arrived at the Tower of Pro- 
dogh, nat ſar from Bilibrigh, where there is a Sta- 
tion of Turks Cavalry. Here a Diſpute aroſe, if 
they ſhould proceed farther, or ſtop, and it was de- 
- .cided by the Majority to go on. At the Diſtanee 
of about two hundred V ards beyond the Tower of 
Prolag, the Road, on one Side, paſſes along the 
Edge of a very ſteep Deſcent: At this Part of it 
Soctvizen ſlid F508 the Horſe, and took the Chance 
of rolling down the Declivity, till he caught hold 
of the Branch of ia Tree, which ſtopped him, and 
behind this tree he ſheltered himſelf.

guiſhed, he traverſed the Mountains and Woods, 


continuing his Journey all N ight to regain the Vene- 
tian Frontiers. He was frequently obliged: to 


climb up into Trees to avoid the Fury of Wild- 
Beaſts; but the Weight of his Chains generally 


brought him to the Ground, and probably nothing 


but the Rattling of them preſerved him from being 


devoured. ' At length however he reached - Morla- 
chia in ſafety ; his Coyntrymen releaſed him from 
his Chains, made great Rejoicings upon the Occa- 
ſion, and compoſed Songs in their Language to be 
ſung in Honour of their Hero. 

He told the Emperor, that at this Period of his 
Life he had reſolved to ſupport himſelf and Family 


by the Labour of his Hands in a private Retreat, 


and not to commit any more Depredations on the 


Turks ; if he could have prevailed on the Baſhaw 


of Trawnick to reſtore to him his Wife and Son; 
as for his Daughter ſhe had been compelled to 
embrace the Mahometan Religion, and was well 


married to a rich Turk; who ſaid it was a Pity 
ſuch fine Blood ſhould be contaminated by a Mor- 
lachian Contact. But the Baſhaw, deaf to, all his 
Intreaties, and enraged by Diſappointment, vould 
not anſwer the Letters he wrote him, in which he 
remonſtrated, that he had only followed the com- 
mon Law of Nature in uſing every Stratagem to 
recover that Firſt of Bleſſings, Liberty. Inſtead 
of reſtoring his Wife and Son, he ſent an Embaſſy 


to the Margrave Contarini, Governor-General of 


Venetian Dalmatia, requiring him by the Law of 


Nations to find him out, to ſeize him, and to ſend. 


him to him. The Margrave who underſtood Po- 
litics better than the Baſhaw, replied, that having 
once got him into their Hands, within their own 
Dominions, they ſhould have taken Care to pre- 
vent his Eſcape; and that an Attempt to make

feſt Affront: In ſhort, he diſmiſſed) the Enos 
with Contempt. 

As for Socivizca, finding. all his 3 to 


recover his Wife and Son by fair Means were 
fruitleſs, he reſolved to reſume his former Occu- 


pation, and to avenge . himſelf on the Baſhaw's 


Subjects. For this Purpoſe he put himſelf at the 
IH Head of twenty-five ſcle& Companions, all of them 
intrepid, and in the Vigour of Youth, W ith. this 


choſen Band he took the Road for Serraglio, the 


firſt Turki/h Town beyond the Venetian Frontiers: 


for he had the Prudence not to commit any Act of 


Violence within the Juriſdiction of the Venetian 
State, that he might not make that Government 


reſponſible for his Depredations. 


In a few Days he met with a Turk ſh Een 


conſiſting of one hundred Horſes laden with rich 
Merchandiſe, eſcorted by ſeventy Men. The 


| Turks ſeeing him accompanied by ſo ſtrong a 
Band, though they were ſo much ſuperior, - 


dreaded him to ſuch a Degree, that they fled with 


the utmoſt Precipitation, and only one Few Mer- 
' chant loſt his Life, in Defence of his valuable Ef-. 


fefts. This audacious Robbery alarmed the whole 
Ottoman Empire. - Parties were ſent out againſt 
him from. all Quarters, he was ſought for in the 
Mountains, and in the Vallies; every Field, and 


almoſt every Buſh was beat, as if they had been i 5 


chace of a wild Boar: But this was all Mocke 

diſguiſe their Cowardice; for while all theſe 4 
ties were making ſuch ſtrict Reſearches, he and his 
Companions appeared at Noon-Day in their Vil- 


lages, and ſupplied themſelves with Proviſions in 


the Markets of their Towns. He generally lodged 


his Booty at à Convent of Caloyers, an Order of 


Friars of the Greek Church, who make a Voy of 


rigid Abſtinence, but whoſe Religion does not 
C pre- 
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prevent 8 from barbouring the Aiduzee ( High- 
waymen) of the Country, and ſharing, their Plun- 
der: The Guardian of one of theſe Convents 
ſituated at Dragovich, ſeven Miles beyond the 
Springs of Cettina, was his particular Friend, 

here Fo often retired, ſeparating himſelf from: Bis 
Companions for many Months, ſo that the Turks 


often thought he was, dead; while he was only 


waiting for an Opportunity to fall upon them, and 


to exterminate as many of their Race as poſſible. 


At length, his Robberies and Maſſacres became in- 


ſupportable to the Ottomans, and occaſioned great 


Inconveniences to the Venetian State ; for the 
were the conſtant Source of Quarrels between the 
Inhabitants of the Frontiers of the two Powers, ſo 


that it became the Intereſt of the latter to ſciſe 
him; therefore upon every new Complaint of the 


Turks ; the Government of Dalmatia increaſed 


the Reward offered to take him, dead ox alive. 


Socivixca was not inſenſible of the great Danger 
he was in of being ſeized by open Force, or be- 
trayed by ſome falfe Friend, for the Sake of the 
Price ſet on his Head; yet ſuch is the Force of 
Habit, that nothing could deter him from con- 
tinuing his Depredations on. the Turks. In the 
Courſe of the Year 1760, a certain Turk, whoſe 
Name was Acia Smaich, a very formidable Man i in 
the Opinion of his Countrymen, and in his own 
Idea a great Hero, boaſted in all Companies that 
Sociuixca durſt not encounter him in ſingle Combat. 
It happened however, that this Man and one of 
his Brothers eſcorted, in Company with eight 
others, a rich Caravan which paſſed through a Vil- 
lage near Glamoz, in the Ottoman Territories, 
where Socivizca, and fix of his Comrades lay con- 


cealed, waiting for an Opportunity to exerciſe their 
Valour and to gain ſome conſiderable Booty. By 


their Spies 25 eaſily got Ines Pho was at 
me 
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the Head of the Eſcort, ad Socivizea who was nat; 
olf a Temper to put Wn with the Inſolence of Smaich,: 
went out 10 meet the Caravan, and as ſoon as he. 
approached it, publickly called upon the 7

fired from His Carabine at Socivizca, and aired! 90 
well that the Ball ſtruck the Upper- Part of his Fore - 
head, fortutiately for him he had turned bis Head, 
6 ſee that the Enemy did not ſurround him While 
hñe was 1 with his Adverſary, and in this Po. 
fition, the Ball paſſed; obliquely, and only gave 
him” a flight Wound ; but it rendered him delpe- 


rate; ane with amazing Raj idity he fired one Ball, 


Which e zred the Barrel of Smaich's Carabine, = | 


1 which ſhot him through tbe Head, and 


illed him on the Spot. His Companions inſtantly 
fled; but five of them were overtaken in the Pur - 
ſuit and put to Death by Socivizcas Companions. 

After they had plundered the Caravan and di- 
vided” the ſpoils, they. diſguiſed themſelves, and 
took different Roads, the better to avoid the Re. 


ſearches of the Turks, who generally go in ſearch 


of Troops: of Robbers, and pay little or no Atten- 


tion to ngle Perlons on the Road. For ſome | 


Time after this Event, Socivizca lived fo retired 
and quiet, that it was generally believed he was 
desde but when it was leaſt expected, he ſuddenly 
appeared at the Head of a formidable Banditti, 
conſiſting of twenty-five ſtout young Men, with 
whom he marched to attack a very conſiderable 
Caravan that was going from Raguſa into Turkey 
with a prodigious Quantity of w/clini, a Silver 
Cain of baſe Alloy, worth about Fans of our 
Money. At the firſt onſet, they killed ſeventeen of 
the Turks, and took three Priſoners ; which fo 
terrified the Reſt of the Guards, that they fled with 
the utmoſt Precipitation, and left him in quiet Poſ- 
felgen of the Treaſure. Socivixca Was no ſooner 
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arrived at a neighbouring W ood, than he "Np = 


two of his Priſoners to be empaled alive, and al. 
ſigned to the third, the dreadful Office of turning 
115 Stake, which was aſſed through their Bodies 
before a ſlow Fire; his Comm anions adviſed him to 
put the third to Death ; but inſtead of this when the 
two Viktims were half. roaſted, be ordered their 
Heads to be cut off, which he delivered to the ſur- 
viving Priſoner with this Commiſſon; Carry 


theſe ta the Baſhaw of Trawnick, and tell him from 


me, that if he does not releaſe my Wife and Chil- 
dre without delay, 1 will ſerve every T urk, who 
falls into my Hande in the ſame Manner; and, that. 
God only knows what exceſſive Pleaſure it would. 
give me to roaſt the Baſhaw himſelf.” | ES 

The melancholy Ambaſſador no ſooner arrived 
at Trawnick, and made known the unhappy Fate 
of his Countrymen, than all the Inhabitants vowed 


Revenge, and rivalled each other in their eager- 


neſs to Arm and go in Purſuit of Socivizca; ſeveral 
ſtrong Parties of Foot and Horſe took different 
Routes to traverſe Mountains, Woods, and Val- 
lies, in ſearch of this deſperate Enemy. Upon 
this Occaſion they were ſo exaſperated, that they 
reſolved to quit every other Employment, and ta 
think of nothing but the Extirmination of Socivizca 
and his Band; and they were very near ſucceeding; 
for not expecting ſo much Celerity on the Part of 
the Turks, they were ſurpriſed in a Wood, and 


obliged to maintain a flying Skirmiſh, in which 


five of his Comrades were wounded, is. one killed, 
whoſe brother cut off his Head, that the Turks 
might not have it to expoſe upon a Gibbet: The 
Turks purſued them almoſt ta Mitcowick, in the 
Primorie, and in this Place, belonging to the Vene. 
tians, they took Refuge. Eſcaped from this immi- 


nent Danger,, Socivizca once more ſeparated him- 


felf from his Companions, and to avoid the Con- 
eee 


g 
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equenges of ſuch a general Purſuit; he retired for 


2. Months, and concealed himſelf. in the moſt 
diſmal Caverns in the Sides of Mountains, or in 
Woods that were ſeldom penetrated by any human 
Footſtep: Here he endured Hunger, Fatigue, and 
all the Horrors of Solitude, venturing forth but 


ſeldom for Food, from the ene of being 


traced to his Retreats. 


In the mean Time the Baſhaw of Tennis was | 


recalled to Conſtantinople, to anſwer to Accuſations 
af Tyranny in his Government, and a Deſign to 


pillage the Province of Moſtar. Socivizca had al- 


ways foretold this Event, and that, whenever it 


happened, the Feſtivity and Diſorder which is oo- 
caſioned by the Arrival of a new Baſhaw, would 


afford a favourable Opportunity for his Wife and 
Children to eſcape, Aſter a great many fruitleſs 
Attempts. to accompliſh, this grand Point, he fell 


upon a Stratagem which ſucceeded: A Comrade 


who had found him out, and informed him of the 


Revolution at Trawnick; agreed to be dreſſed. i 1 
the Habit of the Calacee, Perſons who have an ex- 
cluſive Privilege from the Grand Signor to ſell 
Silks and other Merchandiſe, in the Nature of 


travelling Pedlars, throughout all Turiey. Having 


collected four more of his Troop, he ſent this : 
Man to Traunicſ, and with the others he arrived 
by another Road within four Miles of that City, 


and there waited the Iſſue of the Enterpriſe. We 
know not how it happened, but his four Compa- 


nions had one Day left him alone, when three of | 


the Turkiſh Cavalry accoſted him, who ſtrongly 


ſuſpected he was an Aiduco, but little imagined he 
was Socivizca. Finding no Excuſe to evade them, 


he thought the only Way of removing their Suſpi- 
gion was to offer to go with them to the City of 


Prujack, which was at no great Diſtance ; many 


People in that Place knew him perſonally, and he 
would 
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would not have made this Offer, if he Had not 


imagined that their Doubts conderning bim would 


have ceaſed, and that they would have left him, 
for it was hardly poſſible to conceiye that any Ne- 
torious Robber would make ſuch an Offer. Cor- 
trary to his Expedctations the Turks replied, © Well 
then, we-will go with you; accordingly they ſet 
out; when they arrived on the Banks of a River, 
the Soldiers diſmounting to Water their Horſes, 
Socivizca draw his Sabre unperceived;- and in a 
Moment ſevered the Head of one of them from 
his Shoulders; the ſecond turning round upon his 
Companion's falling at his Feet, met with the ſame 
Fate; and the third, like a poor Bird, who ſees 
the Hawk ready to Pounce upon him, vas ſtruck 
motionleſs; he had not the Power to mount his“ 
Horſe, or to attempt his Eſcape on Foot: this 
Man che took aſide into a Wood, and after he had 
drawn from him all the Information he could pro- 
cure concerning the Number and Diſpoſition of the 
Troops that were in ſearch of him, he ſaerificed 
him alſo to the ſavage Reſentment! he harboured: 
againſt all the Oltoman Race; His four 'Comrades' , 
found: him employed in this dreadful Manner, and 


-with-them he returned to the Village where he was 


to wait for his Emiſſary from Trawmck! The pre- 
tended Pedlar, went about that City vending his 


Silks for ſome Days, till at laſt he met the Wife of 


Socivizca, and imparted to her his ſecret Defign : 
Overjoyed to find her. Huſband was fo near, ſhe 
determined to join him if poſſible, and ſhe would 
have brought off her Daugtrer: but ſhe enjoyed ſo 
much Pleaſure in the Arms of her Huſband, that 
ſhe would anly confent to facilitate the Eſcape of 
her Mother and Brother. In the Dufk of the 
Evening they followed the Pedlar, as if they were 
bargaining for ſome of his Goods, and walking 
gently out of the Gates, as if intending to = 
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3 ftole out without Weser and got dear G. | 
| The, Joy of Socivizca at their Meeting, could only 
be reſtrained by the Senſe of their immediate Dan- 


ger, and therefore as ſoon as the firſt Embraces 
were over, he and his Companions eſcorted his 


Wife and his Son to: Dracovick, the uſual Place 


of Refuge for them, and he defired the Caloyer, 
his confidential Friend, to teach the Boy to read 
and write. 


When it was . in Tranoulek that the Wiſe 


and Son of Socivizca were not to be found, after 


ſtricteſt Search, the Inhabitants were in as much : 


Conſternation as if their City had been beſieged : 


Fear was on every Countenance, for the Name of 


Socivizca was become ſo formidable to the Turks, 


that inſtead of terrifying their Children with the 


Appearance of Ghoſts ; they had only to name So- 
civica to make them ſhudder, and as the Sum of 
all Puniſhment ; not doubting that he himſelf had 
conducted this bold — they intreated the 


new Baſhay to make the ſtrongeſt Remonſtrances 


to the Governor of Dalmatia, declaring that they 
could not fleep in Tranquillity, unleſs his. Excel- 


lency would cauſe him to be ſeized and put to 


Death. The 7 urkih Envoys poſitively main- 

tained that he reſided in Dalmatia, and the Vene- 

tian Governor as obſtinately inſiſted that he durſt 

not remain a ſingle Day within any Part of his Ju- 

riſdiction, which was the FaR, and therefore the 

» Diſputes about him occaſioned Jealouſies between 
the two Powers without producing any Effect. 


About the latter End of the Year 1764, Soci- 5 


vizca found himſelf deprived. of moſt of his Com- 
rades, ſome being carried off by the Plague, which 


raged with great Violence in the Territory of Sign, 


and others, amongſt whom were the moſt deſperate; 
being taken and executed for Robberies in the 
Venetian Dominions. Thus circumſtanced, he 


could 
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could not undertake any reaſonable. Enterpriſe ; 


for which Reaſon he retired to the Auſtrian Fron: 
tiers near the River Zermagna, and his Name was 


not heard of again for ſome Years; inſomuch that 
the Turks had entirely forgot him, imagining he 


was either dead, or had taken Refuge in ſome 
very remote Part of the World. However, he 
was not quite idle all this Time, for under the 
Name and Diſguiſe of a Chief of another Banditti 


- who died, he aſſiſted in ſome” Attacks on ſmall 


Caravans, and collected a little Booty, juſt ſuffi- 
cient for the Support of his Family. But in the 
Year 1769, he appeared publickly again, having 
picked up eight Aſſociates of determined Valour, 


they attacked and pillaged larger Caravans with 


Succeſs, and once more ſpread an Alarm through- 
out the Turi Territories. Innumerable and al- 
moſt incredible Stories are related of his Intrepi- 
dity and Dexterity about this Time, in his- En- 
counters with large Bodies of the Turtiſi Horſe 
ſent out to ſcower the Country in ſearch of him. 
At one Time, perceiving a Party of twenty-five 
approaching, he ordered his Comrades to conceal 
themſelves behind ſome Trees, and to Place their 

Caps upon them in ſuch a Manner, that they 
ſhould appear to be upon the Heads of Men; by 


this Stratagem he doubled the Number of his little 


Corps, and confounded the Enemy ; for having 


fired at the Caps which all fell down, and yet ſtill 


received a warm Diſcharge of Shot from another 
Quarter, they thought there was ſome Magic in it, 
and were ftruck with ſuch a Panic, that they fled with 
the utmoſt Precipitation. Another Party con- 
fiſting of forty, coming upon him by Surpriſe in a 
Wood, near the Banks of a River, his Compa- 
nions had juſt Time to eſcape by Flight, and while 
the Turks were pointing their Muſquetry at them, 
he darted into the River, and lay concealed under 
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the Water, in the Hollow of a Bank. The aſ-. 
 _toniſhed Turks thought it impofſfible he could ef- 
cape them, and at laſt fatigued with a fruitleſs 
Search, they gave him to the Devil, with whom 
they were certain he was in League, otherwiſe he 
could not have rendered himſelf. almoſt inſtanta- 
neouſly inviſible. Fs ores ne oe # 
At length he began to grow tired of the 
wretched Kind of Life he led, and reſolved to 
employ the Money he had ſaved in purchaſing 
ſome little Poſt for the Remainder of his - Days ; 
but his Deſign was fruſtrated by a cruel Misfor- 
tune. The Caloyer, his Confeſſor, with whom he 
had depoſited five hundred Sequins, and ſome 
valuable Jewels, the principal Fruit of his Rob- 
beries, ran away with them, and was never heard 
of more; and to complete his Miſery, while he 
was gone as far as the Danube in Purſuit of him on 
falſe Intelligence, one of his Couſins from Imoſ- 
chi, came to pay him a Viſit, and availing him 
ſelf of his Abſence, ſtripped the Houſe of bis 
Clothes and Linen. Theſe Events happened in 
the Beginning of the Vear 1773, and the bitter 
Complaints he made of the Perfidy of theſe two 
Thieves, ſhewed that he was abandoning himſelf 
to Deſpair, when, by one of thoſe unaccountable 
Viciſſitudes, for which the Lives of ſome Men 
are remarkable, Chance brought the preſent Em- 
peror of Germany to the Village where he reſided; 
it lay in the route of his memorable Travels 
under the Title of Count Fallerſtein; and the 
Fame, ſuch as it was, of this bold Man, having 
reached Vienna many Years before, his Majeſty 
ſent for him, that he might be entertained with 
his Adventures from his own Mouth. The Em- 
peror perceived the Man was born with Talents 
for military Enterpriſes, and the Command of 
Armies; that in all Probability, if he bad been 
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a 


Aisch by Education, he would have e a 


great Figure in the World: and after. a ftri& 
Scrutiny, finding that he had limited his Affaſſfina- 


tions and Robberies to the Turks alone, from 


whom he had experienced every Injury almoſt 
from his Birth, he generouſly provided him a ſe- 
cure Protection from the Fury of his Enemies, 
and a comfortable Subſiſtence for Life, by ap- 
pointing him to be Arambaſſa, or Chief of a 
Company of Pandours., His Reſidence is at the 
Borough of  Grazaf, in Auſtria, about forty 
Miles from Knin. He is now in the 63d Year 
of his Age, and has all the Appearance of living 
to a great Age. He is of the middle Stature, long 
Viſaged, with lively blue Eyes, but his Countenanue 
18 fare, and his Demeanour . 
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Curious Account of Wallach. 


Deſcribing the Situation of the Country, and the 
Manners and Cuſtoms of the Inhabitants. 


ALLACHIA is a Province of Turkey, in 
Europe, bounded on the North by Molda- 

via, on the Eaſt and the South by the Danube, 
ang on the Weſt by Tranſylvania: It is about 
225 Miles in Length, and 125 in Breadth. The 
Soil in general is fertile, and contains Mines of 


different Metals; it likewiſe produces excellent 


Paſture, and in Conſequence the Breed of Horſes, 
and other Cattle, is greatly encouraged ; but Til- 
0 is not ſo much attended to as it ought, o. 
ing to the Indolence of the original Natives, 
though they have been rendered more induſtrious 
and active of late Years by the Hungarians and 
Saxons, 


% 
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Saxons, who have intermarried with them, and 


ſettled amongft them. Their Manner of living, 
however, ſtill partakes of that rough and ſavage 
Rudenels, which characteriſes the unciviliſed Na- 
tives of many Parts of America. 

Their Children, from their Infancy, are e walked 
every Day in the open Air in warm Water, and 
then clothed in coarfe Linen or Woollen-Gloth : 
The Difference of the Seaſon makes no Altera- 


tion in their Clothing. From the fifth to the 6 0 


twelfth, or fourteenth Year they are left to attend 
the Herds and Flocks; but the Girls are taught 
to bake, ſpin, weave, and work at the Needte. 
From the fourteenth Year, they are brought up 
to the Farming Bufineſs. Kukuriz, or Maiz, is 


the Grain they chiefly cultivate, and of which they 


make their Bread. They diſtil from the Fruits of 
Trees. a Kind of Brandy called Rakie, of which 


they are very fond. Their Diet is as ſimple as 
their Dreſs; it conſiſts of Biſcuit made of Maiz, 


coarſely ground, and baked under the Aſhes of 
their Fire; this Bread they call Malai; a fmall 
Quantity of Meat, with Abundance of Milk, 
Cheeſe, Beans, and other Vegetables, make up 
the Reſt of their Food. Their Dreſs is various, 
but generally conſiſts of the following Articles. 


The Men wear long Woollen Trowſers, Soles of 


raw Skin, tied about the Feet inſtead of. Shoes, a 
Shirt open at the Breaſt, a Woollen Jacket, or 
Coat, tight round the Waiſt, with long Sleeves, 
and a Fur-Bonnet, or Cap, on the Head. 


The Women have long Shirts down to the 


Ancles, a brown. variegated, ſtriped Petticoat, 
open on both Sides, and tied with a Girdle, a 


Waiſtcoat of coarſe Cloth, ſomewhat ſhorter tan 
the Shirts, and an anunular Bolſter. ſtuffed with - 


Heir or Straw, upon their Heads, which they 
cover "wil a Woollen Cloth. The Girls go bare- 
* headed. 
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headed. Their Ornaments conſiſt of Ear-Rings of 
White or yellow Braſs, of coloured Glaſs, Beads, 
Pearls, Feathers, and Pieces of Money, faſtened 
to a String, and tied round the Head and Neck. 
Theſe Ornaments making a ringing Noiſe, ſo that 
a fine dreſſed Raize, or Vallachian Girl, may very 
often be heard ſooner. than ſeen. They marry 
very young, for ſometimes the Huſbands are not 
above fourteen, and the- Wives hardly twelve 
Years of Age. Some manual Arts ſeem to be pe- 
culiar to them, for inſtead of finding Cartwrights 
and Weavers amongſt them as djſtinft Occupa- 
tions, every Wallachian Man is his own Cartwright, 
and every Woman a Weaver for her own Family. 
What they produce for Sale is carried on their 
Heads, and there they Place their young Chil- 
dren while very young. Scarce any Tradeſmen 
or Beggars are to be ſeen amongſt them, their 
ſcanty Wants being all ſupplied by their own 
Hands. Wy 
As.to their Religion, they profeſs the Greek non- 
united Syſtem, but they have no more Notion of 
rational Piety than their. domeſtic Animals ; the 
chief Rite they obſerve conſiſts of repated Faſtings, 
which almoſt take up half the Year, and are ſo 
extremely rigid, that they dare not eat any Kind 
of Fleſh, Egge, or Milk; Strangers to all other 
religious Obligations, they are fo ſcrupulous in 
this, that they would ſooner violate every Law, 
human and divine, than fail in the Obſervation of 
their Faſts. All Connections with their Wives 
being prohibited as one Part of their Abſtinence, 
even the Thieves of this Nation will not he with 
their own, nor their Neighbours Wives, during 
theſe Faſts, for fear God ſhould withdraw his 
Bleſſing from their Occupation. What Barba- 
riſm! What humilating Ideas. of the Supreme 
Being! But the Ignorance and Superſtition of the 
VW Indian 
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Indian Bonzes cannot exceed that of the Wallg- 
chian Prieſts, whom they call Popes : Very few of 
them can read, and therefore the People remain 
untaught. Theſe Prieſts plow and till the Ground; 
they attend their Herds like other Peaſants, traf- 
fick like Jews, and get drunk at the Expence of 
their ſtupid Pariſhioners, - who buy Pardons. of 
them for their Sins, and pay a good Price for the 
. Idea they entertain, that they ſhall be happy, and 
be ſaved. by obtaining a Diſcharge of the Sins of 
their deceaſed Relations, as well as their own. _ 
The religious and civil Inſtitutions and Cuſ- 
toms of this People partake more of Paganiſm and 
8 than of the Chriſtian Religion, profeſſed 
y the Greek Church, to which they belong. For 
Example, no Woman is allowed to kill any Ani- * 
mal whatever. A Bride on her Wedding- Day, os 
and the Day before, is conſtantly hid under a Veil; 
whoever unveils her is entitled to a Kiſs, and, if 
ſhe deſires it, is obliged to make her a Preſent. 
In the Churches, the Women are ſeparated from 
the Men. If they engage themſelves in an indiſ- 
ſoluble Eriendſhip in Life and Death, a Cuſtom: 
prevalent among them, they put the Form of a 
Croſs in the Veſſel or Cup from which the eat or 
drink, ſwearing by it everlaſting Fidelity ; this Ce- 
remony is never to be lighted, and it is generally 
previous to committing Robberies. Their canon 
Law is very different to ours ; Stealing and Adul- 
tery are conſidered as trifling Crimes, but violating 
or diſhonouring a Virgin as atrocious. No Diſ- 
penſation can be granted by their Prieſts for Mur- 
der, that they ſay belongs to God alone, yet. Mur- 
ders, as well as Robberies, are common in this 
Country. Having no true Ideas of God, or of 
the Soul, they cannot have any of the ſocial and 
political Obligations of Human Society. 
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Any Phanomenon, or Effect of unknown Cauſes, 
is conſidered 5 them as a Miracle: They look 
upon a Solar Eclipſe as a Fray of the infernal 
Dragon with the Sun; for that Reaſon, during an 
Ecliple, they keep a conſtant firing of Guns to 
frighten away the Dragon, who otherwiſe would 
conquer. and devour the Sun, and plunge the 
World in eternal Darkneſs. The Inſects that in 
the Spring .creep forth from under a Rock .near 


Columbacz, in the Limits of the Turki/h Domi- 


nions, and greatly annoy their Flocks, are, ac- 
cording to their Opinion, vomited by the Devil. 

The holy Knight Saint George, is ſaid to have cut 
off his Head in a Cavern under the Rock. A 


Wallachian will never cut a Spit of Beech to roaſt 
his Meat upon, becauſe the Beech-Tree in the 


Spring yields a red Sap, weeping in compaſſionate 
Remembrance of the Chriſtian Blood fhed by the 
Turks, who ufed to make Beech Spits to roaſt the 
Chriſtians upon. No capital Puniſhment is held 
in fuch Abhorrence by the Wallachians as the 
Rope ; they prefer Empaling, or the Wheel, be- 
cauſe, in their Idea, the Rope tied round the 
N ock, forces the Soul out of the Body downward. 
Their Funerals are very ſingular. The Corpſe 
s brought to the Grave with diſmal Shrieks, and 
is funk into it, as ſoon as the Pope hes finiſhed 
his Ritual; at that Inſtant the Relations and 
Friends of the Deceaſed: pierce the Air with the 
moft horrid Cries. They remind the deceaſed of . 
his Friends, Parents, Cattle, Houſe, and all his 
Concerns in Life, and aſk for what Reaſon he 
leſt them: (In the fame Manner as the Otahertes : ) 
as no Anfwer enſues, the Grave is filled up, and a 
wooden Croſs, with a large Stone, 1s placed at the 
Head, to prevent the dead Perſon becoming a 
Vampyre, that is, a ſtrolling notturnal Blood- 
Sucker. Wine 1s thrown upon the Grave, and 
F rank incenſe 
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Frankincenſe burnt round it, to drive away evil 
Spirits and Witches. This done, they go Home, | 
bake Bread, made of Wheat-Flower, and eat it in

likewiſe very plentifully to conſole themſelves for . 

the Loſs. The Shrieks, Libations, and Fumiga- 
tions, around the Tomb, are afterwards continued 

by the Relations for ſeveral Days. The Funeral |

fixed to his Tomb, on which the Bride hangs a Gar- 

land, a Quill, and a white Handkerchief. But
